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Convocation:  "A  Committment  to  Education"

Appioximalely  300  members  of 
Ihe  senior  class,  as  well  as  admini- 
strators and  (acuity,  attended  the 
Fall  Convocation  ceremony  held  in 
Weslon  Audilorium  on  Wednesday 
afternoon  THis  ceremony  marks  the 
beginning  ol  the  seniors  lasl  year. 

Fred  Abraham,  president  ol  the 
senior  class,  spoke  al  the  ceremony. 
In  his  speech  he  compared  the  lour 
years  of  college  to  a  Monopoly  game 
board.  He  said,  for  the  senior  class 
"three-fourths  ol  the  game  is  done. 
All  that  is  led  Is  Ihe  best.  It  is  Ihe 
besi  year  ol  our  lives;  in  Monopoly 
it  islhe  best  properly." 

He  also  spoke  of  the  wealth  ac- 
quired. "In  Monopoly  you  gain  mone- 
tary wealth.  In  school,  the  wealth  is 
in  terms  ol  education  and  friendship," 
he  said. 

Abraham  borrowed  Ihe  tele- 
phone company's  slogan  "Reach  out. 
reach  out  and  touch  someone."  He 
urged  everyone  to  reach  out  and  to 
do  more  than  just  nod  lo  someone 
while  passing  them  in  the  G-lobby. 

With  a  linal  allusion  to  Mono- 
poly he  lold  Ihe  seniors,  "A  couple 
more  rolls  of  the  dice  and  we're  olf 
the  board." 

Before  Mr.  Abraham.  Dr.  Vincent 
J.  Mara  spoke  to  the  assembly.  He 
began  his  speech  by  citing  the  many 
accomplishments  and  improvements 
that  have  occurred  in  the  last  live 
years  at  the  college,  Irom  increased 
parking  facilities  and  improved  slu^ 
dent  advising  "lo  the  point  where  il 
is  having  measurable  effects  on  our 
retention  rate"  to  opening  new  pro- 
grams in  computer  science  and  other 
programs  "from  education  Ihrough 
graduate  studies  while  initiating  11 
new  academic  minors  " 

He  said  the  college  faces  two 
challenges  in  Ihe  luture:  "the  main- 
tenance of  quality  and  interesf  in  our 


academic  programs  in  a  world  where 
contemplative  values  and  skills  are 
seen  of  little  meril"  and  "the 

propensity  of  the  legislature  lo  seek 
changes  in  public  higher  education 
through  the  budgetary  process, 
where  Ihe  paramount  concern  is 
money,  and  not  educational  quality 
or  opportunity" 

In  the  last  two  years  so-called 
'outside  seciions'  of  the  slate  budget 
has  changed  public  higher  education 
by  establishing  the  existing  Board  of 
Regents  in  1980  and  forcing  the 
merger  ol  Boston  Slate  and  U  Mass 
Boston  in  1981.  according  to  Mara. 
He  argued  that  these  changes  ought 
lo  come  through  the  legislatures 
regular  standing  committees  on  edu- 
cation, if  al  all. 

Mara  suggesled  that  the  col- 
lege should  respond  lo  what  he 
called  fhe  internal  challenge  of  main- 
taining quality  in  ils  academic  pro- 
grams by  studying  and  recommend- 
ing changes  in  its  curriculum.  A  pro- 
posal to  do  so  is  currently  before 
Ihe  college's  All  College  Committee. 

As  to  the  external  challenge,  he 
askea  Ihe'siudenis  and  faculty  ;o 
join  with  Ihe  administration  in  "a 
committment  to  excellence  .  Ihat 
would  once  again  direct  Ihe  attitudes 
or  public  policy  makers  lo  become 
more  supportive."  He  argued  that 
Ihe  legislature  would  be  responsive 
to  such  a  demonslraiion  and  the 
achievements  of  the  lasl  five  years 
provided  reasons  lor  Fitchburg  Stale 
to  be  optimistic 

Staling  that  are  some  faculty, 
"who  prefer  the  fear  of  change  over 
the  adventure  of  academic  and  pro- 
fessional growth"  and  some  students 
"who  preler  ihe  beer  blast  to  the  ex- 
plosion of  new  ideas  and  experience 
this  college  olfers,"  Mara  urged  the 
assembly  no  pursue  excellence  as 
"Ihe  moral  choice  of  hope  over 
despair." 


General  Education  Plan 
Hangs  in  the  Balance

The  proposal  of  a  revised  gen-  ■ 
eral  education  requirements  plan  is 
scheduled  to  go  before  the  All  Col- 
I  jge  Council  (ACQ  this  month,  but 
.here  is  a  general  concensus  among 
some  of  the  faculty  in  the  sixteen 
academic  departments  to  study  the 
plan  lor  at  least  two  more  months. 

This  possibility  was  also  dis- 
cussed by  sludenls  and  faculty  at  the 
departmental  meetings  lhal  pre- 
empted Ihe  convocation  ceremony 
Wednesday. 

In  his  convocation  speech  Presi- 
dent Mara  said,  "My  own  preference 
is  that  we  lake  Iwo  or  three  additional 
months  tor  discussion  and  counter 
proposals," 

After  nearly  Iwo  years  of  review 
by  the  ACC  and  the  Curriculum  Com- 


mittee, Ihe  former  group,  lasl  De- 
cember, designated  a  subcommittee 
to  continue  the  process  of  reviewing 
Ihe  general  education  system  at 
FSC  -  with  the  intention  of  designing 
a  proposal  tor  a  general  education 
pro  structure. 

In  an  interview  last  semester 
the  subcommittee  cited  three  rea- 
sons for  revising  the  present  general 
education  system:  1)  A  lack  of  con- 
tinuity and  tlexibility  of  Ihe  structure, 
2)  Ten  years  ago  FSC  was  a  teacher 
institution,  thai  was  also  Ihe  last 
lime  Ihe  sysiem  was  reviewed  At 
that  time  85  percent  of  the  gradu- 
ates were  in  education,  today  it  is  29 
percent,  and  3)  The  NEA  accredit- 
ation team  is  coming  lo  review  the 
college  this  year  One  of  Ihe  things 
they  will  scrutinize  the  general  edu- 
cation system.

Student  Ambassadors

They  wear  green  blazers,  carry 
a  book  of  knowledge  in  their  heads 
and  are  oflen  called  upon  to  greet 
■     visitors  lo  the  college. 

They're  a  select  group  ol  15 
students  who  act  as  ambassadors 
for  Fitchburg  StaleCollege. 

This  is  the  second  year  the  slu- 
denl ambassadors  have  existed  as  a 
group  on  campus. 

Associate  Dean  of  Students, 
Ion  Vickers  explained,  "Bill  Donahue 
created  the  concept  and  sold  it  to  ihe 
President  (President  Mara).  The  con- 
cept was  to  have  a  group  of  select 
students  act  as  public  relations  rep- 
resentatives." 

According  to  Vickers,  the  best 
representatives  of  the  school  are 
students  who  attend  the  school.  "The 
student  is  a  consumer,"  he  said. 
"People  are  more  likely  to  listen  lo  a 
student." 

The  ambassadors  travel  lo  vari- 
ous college  nighls  and  fairs,  host 
groups  ol  administrative  officials 
visiting  F.S.C.,  work  with  the  alumni 
office  and  lake  part  in  ihe  alumni 
telethon,  sei  up  functions  and  act  as 
waiters  and  waitresses  at  special 
dinners. 

Vickers  is  opposed  to  Ihe  use  of 
Ihe  word  salesman  to  describe  the 
ambassador.  Rather,  he  thinks  of  the 
student  ambassador  as  a  represent- 
ative who  "has  a  sense  ol  pride  in 
Fitchburg  StaleCollege." 

He  said,  "Ambassadors  range 
Irom  honor  siudenls,  athleles 
there's  a  good  cross  section  of  ma- 
jors, men  and  women  (the  women 
oulnumber  Ihe  men),  handicapped 
and  minority  students.  They  really 
are  representative." 

Vickers,  who  is  co-ordinating 
the  program  with  his  wife,  Marke 
Vickers  (Associate  Director  of  Ad- 
missions), says  the  ambassadors  are 
chosen  after  a  series  of  interviews. 
He  looks  for,  "someone  who  has  a 
sense  of  pride  in  F.S.C.,  who's  articu- 
late, poised,  and  comfortable  com- 
municating with  a  lot  of  different 
people."  Ultimately,  a  student  am- 
bassador serves  as  a  role  model. 

"Lasl  year  when  two  of  ihe 
Board  of  Regents  came  to  the  college 
the  president  welcomed  them  and 
the  ambassadors  hosted  them  for 
Ihe  day,"  Vickerssaid. 

One  ol  those  students  was  am- 
bassador Charles  (Chuck)  Korn.  Korn 
got  involved  with  the  ambassadors 
program  a  year  ago.  A  poster  brought 
his  attention  to  the  group.  "I  thought, 
here's  your  opportunity  to  get  in- 
volved as  a  student  and  gel  familiar 
with  ihe  administralion,"  he  said. 

Korn  searches  his  desk  for  a 
copy  of  the  poster  which  left  an  im- 
pression on  him.  He  is  the  visual 
image  of  Vickers  description  ol  a 
studenl  ambassador.  Tall  and  clean- 
cut.  Korn  speaks  wilh  ihe  kind  of  self- 
assurance  ihat  a  politician  might 
have. 

"As  a  studenl  ambassador  f 
serve  as  a  coordinator  of  sludenl  lile 
and  presidenlial  offices, "-he  said. 


He  explains  Ihat  lasl  year  the 
ambassadors  worKed  with  ihe  alumni 
office  "This  year  we  want  lo  do  more 
with  student  life.  We're  hoping  ihat 
we'll  have  more  visibility  on  campus," 
he  said. 

Korn  wants  Ihe  ambassadors  to 
become  a  resource  for  students.  He 
lakes  a  box  filled  wilh  books  and 
pamphlets  down  from  his  closet.  "If 
we  can'l  answer  a  question,  we  can 
channel  sludents  lo  someone  who 
can,"  Korn  said,  leafing  through  ihe 
materials. 'Students  are  alraid  lo  go 
lo  administrators  but  not  their  peers." 
Anolher  student  working  wilh 
ambassadors  for  his  second  year  is 
John  Foley,  president  of  Ihe  class  of 
"84. 

What's  his  definition  of  a  student 
ambassador?  "We're  a  non-paid 
group  ol  junior  administrators."  he 
says. 

He  sees  student  ambassadors 
as  a  precedent.  "Presidenl  Mara  was 
Ihe  only  (state  college)  president 
who  allowed  students  to  lake  regents 
on  lour  ol  the  campus  This  is  a 
studenl  guided  project. " 

Student  guided  indeed!  Last 
year,  Foley  submitted  a  reorgani- 
zation plan  lor  sludenl  ambassadors. 
The  plan  consisted  of  a  chair  person 
and  a  coordinator  in  each  of  three 
areas  The  plan  was  ratified  and  this 
year  Ihe  ambassadors  are  functioning 
according  to  Ihe  plan. 

According  to  Foley  the  sludent 
ambassadors  take  part  in  choosing 
future  ambassadors  Afier  a  series 
of  interviews,  the  ambassadors, 
along  with  some  administrators  "sit 
around  and  talk  aboul  ihe  applicants, 
their'  assets  and  their  drawbacks. 
Then  we  take  a  vote,"  said  Foley. 

After  the  new  ambassadors  are 
chosen  (several  positions  remain 
open  for  incoming  freshmen)  the 
students  attend  a  training  session 
where  they  learn  how  to  shake  hands, 
how  to  sit,  how  to  dress  and  other 
forms  of  nonverbal  communication. 

New  to  the  ambassador  program 
is  freshman  computer  science  major 
Margaret  Driscoll. 

"In  the  lasl  few  weeks  I've 
learned  a  lot  aboul  Ihe  college  I  didn'l 
know,"  she  said. 

"At  first  I  Ihought,  how  can  I 
give  a  lour  when  I  don't  know  any- 
thing about  the  school?"  Driscoll 
said. 

Her  fears  were  soon  washed 
away.  She  explained  ihal  she's  been 
attending  meetings  and  was  given 
a  "crash  course  on  Fitchburg  State 
College."  j 

She  added,  "In  no  way  are  ihe 
adminislraiors  pulling  us  out  in  the 
cold.  They've  given  us  Ihe  information 
and 'materials  we  need.  I  think  its 
great  and  a  good  chance  for  students 
to  get  involved  on  campus."

There  has  been  much  said  about 
stress  and  its  effect  on  our  health, 
recent  years.  According  lo  re- 
searchers. Ihere  seems  to  be  both 
good  and  bad  types  of  stress.  For 
ample,  the  pressure  which  is  felt 
by  an  athlete  before  a  competition 
or  the  stress  which  a  business  per- 
son feels  before  an  important  meet- 
ing can  be  considered  good  Every- 
one seems  lo  have  a  personal  limit 
lo  both  good  and  bad  stress  Pro- 
blems seem  lo  develop  when  people 
go  beyond  their  limit  or  when  there  is 
too  much  negative  stress  such  as 
constant  pressures  at  work,  school, 
or  home.  There  is  increasing  evidence 
that  stress  and  the  day  to  day  hassles 
of  life,  increase  a  person's  suscepti- 
bility lo  infectious  diseases 


Despite  ihe  harmful  effects  ol 
stress,  there  are  many  ways  in  which 
you  can  make  stress  work  tor  you. 
Hans  Seyle.  a  scieniisi  known  as 
the  father  ol  stress  research,  sug- 
gests using  the  mono.  "Fight  for  your 
highest  attainable  aim  /  bul  never  put 
up  resistance  m  vain  "  His  philosophy 
stales  thai  a  person  should  choose 
alternatives  that  provide  a  person 
with  positive  stresses  and  fullillment 
He  also  believes  that  a  person  should 
walk  away  Worn  futile  situations 

We  can  not  eliminaie  stress 
from  our  lives,  because  anything  we 
do  or  experience  is  a  stress  on  our 
bodies  and  minds,  but  we  can  try  to 
control  it.  Experts  suggest,  "Don't 
let  stress  push  you  too  far "

On  the  Future  of  Public 

Higher  Education 

in  Massachusetts

The  topic  of  education  today 
hardly  lends  itself  to  an  optimistic 
treatment  No  matter  where  we  look 
today  in  education,  whether  at  the 
Federal  level  where  President  Reagan 
is  proposing  new  cuts  in  student 
loan  programs  and  an  end  to  the 
Department  of  Education,  or  at  the 
state  and  local  levels,  where  Pro- 
position 2Vt  is  closing  schools,  edu- 
cation everywhere  is  in  dire  straits. 
II  is  estimated  for  example,  that  as 
many    as    20.000    Massachusetts 
students  could  drop  out  of  colleges 
if  the  federal  loan  program  is  further 
curtailed.   On  the  elementary  and 
secondary  levels  here  in  Massachu- 
setts, art,  music,  language  and  other 
"frills"  are  being  terminated  in  order 
lo  reduce  expenditures  to  the  levels 
demanded  by  a  regressive  lax  pro- 
gram. Wherever  one  looks  the  situ- 
ation is  gloomy.  This  is  especially 
true  in  leaching  itself,  where  people 
are  being  separated  from  careers  to 
which  they  had  thought  they  would 
dedicate  a  lifetime. 

In  a  sense,  we  are  the  victims 
of  demography.  The  (babyboom)  that 
great  wave  of  new  students  born  in 
Ihe  sixties,  which  moved  through  our 
educational  institutions,  is  now  crest- 
ing at  the  doors  of  our  colleges  and 
universities.  Rolling  along  behind  that 
crest  is  the  inevitable  trough.  It  hs 
already  moved  through  primary  and 
secondary  grades,  leaving  in  ils  wake 
abandoned  schoolhouses  and  har- 
ried administrators  worried  about 
how  much  more  will  have  to  be  jet- 
tisoned to  save  what  is  left  of  the  ship 
of  education. 

What  has  happened  at  the  pri- 
mary and  secondary  levels  can  also 
happen  at  the  college  level.  In  the 
midst  of  bulging  enrollments,  we  are 
sobered  by  the  demographers  who 
tell  us  that  every  year  in  the  eighties 
Ihe  number  of  college  entrance  age 
students  will  decrease  until  1992 
finally  shows  a  slight  upturn. 

None  of  this  is  news.  Indeed 
the  planners  for  public  higher  edu- 
cation in  the  Slate  have  had  about 
len  years  to  decide  what  to  do  about 
this  demographic  lime  bomb  For 
much  of  that  time  they  did  nothing 
in  their  defense  notice  must  be 
taken  ol  the  complicating  factor  ot 
the  state's  private  colleges.  Mass- 
achusetts has  the  mosi  prestigious 
grouping   ol   private   colleges   and 


universities  in  the  country.  There  are 
m  Ihe  state  nine  private  universities. 
45  private  four  year  colleges  and 
numerous  private  two  year  institutions. 
Some  of  these  schools  have  national 
and  even  international  reputations. 
Taken  in  the  aggregate,  they  enroll 
about  190,000  students.  The  number 
of  students  coming  into  ihe  state  to 
study  at  private  colleges  is  double 
the  number  who  leave  the  state  lo 
study  at  private  colleges  elsewhere. 
This  fact  is  not  only  a  tribute  to  the 
excellence  of  these  institutions  but 
also  an  indication  of  Ihe  important 
role  they  play  in  the  state's  economy. 
The  ratio  of  Massachusetts  stu- 
denls  who  leave  the  state  lo  study 
elsewhere  as  compared  to  those  who 
come  to  study  here  is  reversed  in 
the  public  sector.  That  is.  more  stu- 
dents leave  the  state  to  study  at 
public   institutions   ejsewhere   than 
come  to  study  at  a  public  college  in 
Massachusetts.  On  the  other  hand, 
almost  90  percent  of  all  graduates 
of  our  public  colleges  remain  in  the 
stale  to  become  taxpayers  and  to 
contribute  to  the  slate's  prosperity 
and  well-being. 

So  private  and  public  colleges  in 
the  state  complement  each  other 
nicely  and.  in  less  pressured  times, 
have  gotten  along  well  albeil.  mostly 
by  going  their  own  way.  Wilh  the 
decline  of  college  age  students  the 
eighties  is  sure  lo  see  increased 
competition  for  these  students  be- 
tween private  and  public  colleges. 
Indeed  the  competition  has  already 
begun. 

The  stale  system  consisted  up 
lo  last  year  of  five  segments  and  30 
institutions.  One  segment  consisted 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  a  central 
office,  and  three  campuses  (Am- 
herst, Worcester.  Boslon)  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  Two 
additional  segmenls  consisled  of 
autonomous  universities  in  the  north- 
east (Lowell  University)  and  south- 
east (Southeast  Massachusetts  Uni- 
versity) section  of  the  state  Spread 
across  the  slate  were  the  fifteen 
community  colleges  enrolling  about 
30,000  students.  Approximately  the 
same  number  of  students  populated 
the  ten  stale  colleges  which  like  the 
community  college,  strelch  across 
the  commonwealth  from  the  Berk- 
shires  to  Cape  Cod.  Interestingly 
enough,  despite  movement  this  year 
towards  consolidation  of  about  six 
of  these  state  institutions,  there  are 


plans  for  creating  still  more  com- 
munity colleges  in  the  fioxbury  sec- 
tion of  Boslon  and  in  the  city  of 
Lynn,  which  is  coincidentally  the 
home  town  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  o!  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  30  campuses  in  the  state 
system  were  controlled  by  their  re- 
spective Boards  of  Trustees  and 
central  offices  and  loosely  coordin- 
ated by  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation and  by  the  Office  of  (he 
Secrelary  of  Education.  This  structure 
was  reorganized  out  of  existence  by 
legislative  plot  in  an  outside  unde- 
batable  section  of  the  1980  budget. 
At  one  blow,  all  the  Boards  of  Trus- 
tees, the  central  offices,  Ihe  Board 
of  Higher  Educaiion  and  the  Office 
of  the  Secrelary  of  Education  were 
eliminated  to  be  replaced  by  a  fifleen 
member  Board  ol  Regents  many  of 
whom  owe  their  allegiance  to  private 
colleges  within  the  state.  The  chaos 
which  lollowed  as  a  result  of  these 
events  have  produced  a  public  higher 
education,  budgets  in  fiscal  year 
1982  were  slashed  and  a  merger  at 
Boston  State/U  Mass  designed  to 
take  three  years,  was  attempled  in 
three  weeks.  Other  two  and  four  year 
colleges,  were  forced  lo  declare  fin- 
ancial emergencies.  Although  timely 
aclion  by  the  faculty  association  ap- 
pears to  have  averted  further  dam- 
age this  year,  it  is  plain  that  the  situ- 
ation hs.not  yef  been  remedied  and 
that  further  atlacks  on  public  higher 
education  can  be  expected.  It  is  not 
unlikely  that  mergers  and  consolid- 
ations of  institutions  will  again  be  on 
the  agenda  next  year. 

If  public  higher  education  is  to 
continue  to  provide  quality  education 
to  citizens  who  cannot  afford  Ihe  pri- 
vale  colleges,  It  must  develop  an 
advocacy  group  of  citizens  from  all 
walks  of  life  who  are  dedicated  to 
the  preservation  of  ihese  colleges 
as  indespensable  lo  an  educated 
democratic  society.  This  will  test  the 
allegiance  of  all  of  us,  faculty,  stu- 
dents and  alumni,  to  our  institutions 
and  test  our  willingness  lo  speak  ou! 
for  public  higher  education  wherever 
the  issue  is  raised. 

No  one  wishes  the  demise  of  any 
private  institution  of  higher  education 
but  access  to  higher  education  should 
be  no  less  a  right  than  access  to 
primary  and  secondary  education.

Many  colleges  have  become  aware 
of  this  and  numerous  committees 
have  been  working  on  numerous  pro- 
posals to  strengthen  general  edu- 
cation requirements  and  ensure  well- 
rounded  students.  Thank  God! 

Having  gross  specialization  in 
an  institution  designed  to  expand 
young  minds  is  contradictory.  Take 
a  closer  look  at  specialization.  People 
are  complex  beings  with  a  variely  of 
needs  and  a  variety  of  pleasures. 
A  human  being,  a  human  mind,  sur- 
vives and  thrives  on  the  complexity 
of  life.  Specialization  by  definition 
reduces  complexity  and  therefore 
can  be  a  trap.  A  specialist  must  be 
careful  not  to  develop  tunnel-vision. 

As  far  as  education  is  concern- 
ed, specialization  lo  the  point  of  not 
seeing  the  whole  picture  (i.e.  exclud- 
ing all  but  your  particular  field  of 
study)  scares  me. 

I  decided  to  consul!  my  edu- 
cation specialist,  the  Phantom  of 
Thompson  Hall,  to  get  his  views  on 
this  subject.  The  Phantom  has  haunt- 
ed Thompson  Hall  since  his  death

in  1952.  He  was  an  English  major 
ai  Filchburg  State  at  the  time.  On  the 
evening  when  he  was  watching  his 
first  television  program  he  died  a 
mysterious  dealh.  Doctors  called  it 
MCS  (Massive  Culture  Shock),  but 
that's  another  story. 

'it  saddens  me."  said  the  Pham- 
tom.  and  he  really  did  look  sad,  "to 
see  a  young  mind  limited  to  only  one 
field  of  study.

'Just  tell  me  one  thing  before 
you  go,  Bobby."  he  pleaded,  his  brow 
knit  in  puzzled  consternation,  I  stopp- 
ed. "Just  tell  me  why  American 
League  pitchers  don't  bat." 

I  don't  know,  buddy  I  just  don't 
know.
